Dean Carl H. Elliott’s more than 15 years of expe- 
rience have enriched Purdue Calumet. Elliott,—a 
South-Central Hoosier, first visited the region for 
a high school basketball tournament. Years later 
he returned as an associate professor of Indus- 
trial Psychology to what was then the Purdue 
University Calumet Center. He resigned after 
three years and joined law firms in Chicago and 
New York before returning to Purdue as 
director. 


WHY DID YOU COME BACK? 


“While | was in New York, Millard Gyte, the 
former dean, had died. Dr. Lawshe was ap- 
pointed successor. Dr. Lawshe, who happened 
to be my professor when I was studying for my 
doctorate, called me and asked if | would be the 
director. | consented, and here | am.” 


WHAT IS A DAY IN THE LIFE OF THE DEAN 
LIKE? 


“Widely varied. | do some things that are of 
great importance and some things that are per- 
haps not as important. What is involved includes 
academic direction, course selection, setting-up 
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various programs and meetings—both within the 
university and without. You represent the 
university. 


ON THE PROGRESS OF AUTONOMY 


One of my concerns over the years has been to 
make myself and all the rest of our people keep 
remembering that as much as two-thirds of the 
student body are here after 5:00 pm. Unfortu- 
nately, the administrators lock up and go home 
at 5:00 pm. Consequently, the full-time students 
are dealt with more directly. 


“It is part of an ongoing process that’s been go- 


ing on for the fifteen years that I’ve been here to 


really know what has happened and what is hap- 
pening, you almost have to have a lecture on 
university government. 


In almost all of the things that are involved in 
university government, except those that are 
strictly academic, we are autonomous. 


Two more schools will be established, and the 
faculty of these two schools will be self-deter- 
mined and have the authority to establish more 
courses. Another good thing for the under- 
graduate will be no loss of credit if he should 
choose to transfer to another campus of the uni- 
versity. Some differences will be expected to ap- 
pear, but not necessarily in the variety of courses 
offered. If another course is added we must be 
concerned with finding someone to teach it.” 


ON YOUR OPINION OF PURDUE CALUMET 
BEING AN IDEAL COLLEGE 


“My feelings and my biases about what we’re 
doing and what we ought to be doing, really do 
go back to the fact that they were almost en- 
tirely a school that concerned itself with people 
who were employed. In fact, there were no full- 
time students at one time during the day. Nine- 
teen fifty-five marked the first year of a full-time 
daytime freshman class. Even today, 55-65% of 
our students are part-time students—also most 
are graduate students working for their master’s 
degree. 


ON THE POSSIBILITY OF HOUSING FOR THIS 
QUICKLY EXPANDING CAMPUS? 


“| think Purdue Lafayette offers that option for 
students wanting a residential campus.” 


ON MINORITY GROUPS 


“They are not recruited but if the university was 
going into active student recruiting, these 
people are the ones we would deal with. Schools 
like Purdue probably would have difficulty in re- 
cruiting minority students because of the num- 
ber of stereotypes that exist. | don’t perceive that 
we will be moving in the direction of a black 
studies program, though courses like Black His- 
tory and Non-Western History are periodically 
offered.” 


ABOUT AN EXTENDED LANGUAGE 
PROGRAM? 


“I would like to see it. . . ethnic cultures should 
be preserved.” 


In addition to being Dean, Mr. Elliott is a hus- 
band and father. The Elliotts have four daugh- 
ters, including twins. Carl Elliott is the enter- 
tainer of the family; music is his main hobby. He 
played the trombone through high school and 
college. During World War II, he was in the Air 
Force Band and was under the command of Glen 
Miller for several months. Dean Elliott also en- 
joys playing the piano and often acts as a sub- 
stitute organist in church. When not “that busy,” 
he enjoys model railroading.
